The group is headed by Lieuten­ 
a n t Halvor Iverson of Savannah, 
Ga., commander of the Navy’s un­ 
derw ater demolition team number 
four. It includes three other off! 
cars—-Lieutenant Thomas Brady of 
Kings Point, Long Island; Lieuten­ 
ant Herman Gsrren of Lake Plac­ 
id, N. Y., and Ensign Robert Mar­ 
shall of San Antonio, Tex.—-and 
47 enlisted men. 
In past history of Polar adven­ 
tures,

Causes of a Yellowish Skin 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
IT USED to be thought that the 
emotions had a distinct and last­ 
ing effect on the color of the skin; 
so much so that certain p eop le 
were described as “turning green 
with envy.” Today we know more 
about these abnormal color effects 
and find their causes in p hysical 
rather than emotional factors. 
Sometimes one sees a p erson 
whose skin seems to have been 
dyed a canary or lemon yellow. 
This p igmentation, which greatly 
detracts from the ap p earance, is 
known as carotenemia and is due, 
as a rule, to the excessive eating 
of foods w'hich contain the yellow 
p igment carotene. 
Occurs in Children 
The disorder often occurs in 
children who have been given large 
amounts of carrots, and other yel­ 
low and green vegetables. The 
treatment consists, of course, in 
reducing the amounts of these 
foods which are eaten, for the 
time being. Carotenemia also may 
occur in certain disturbances of 
the glands of internal secretion, 
such as a lack of thyroid or p itui­ 
tary secretion. 
Another caus* of yellow discol­ 
oration of the skin is jaundice, a 
condition in which there are ex­ 
cessive amounts of bile p igments 
in the blood and tissues. In these 
instances the skin is likely to be 
orange or greenish-yellow. The 
jaundice may be p roduced by gall­ 
bladder disease, liver disorders 
and certain conditions affecting 
the blood which cause destruction 


Lack of Thyroid 
When there is a lack of thyioic 
secretion a condition known as 
myxedema occurs. In this condi­ 
tion, as I have mentioned above, 
a yellow p igmentation of the skin 
develop s. This is due to the fact 
that carotene is not changed into 
vitamin A by the liver as it nor­ 
mally should be, and it collects in 
the skin, p roducing the yellow 
color. 
In p atients with uremia, a con­ 
dition in which the kidney does not 
excrete the wastes, a p ale yellow 
to yellowish-brown color develop s 
in the skin. This is most notice­ 
able on the face and hands. 
There are certain chemicals 
which also may cause a yellow dis- i 
coloration of the skin. These in­ 
clude p icric acid, dinitrop henol, 
nitric acid and others. Atabrina 
used in the treatment of malaria 
also causes the skin to become yel­ 
low. 
In view of the many causes of 
yellowish p igmentation of the 
skin it can be seen that a careful 
study by a p hysician is needed 
when it occurs. The typ e of treat­ 
ment to be used will, of course, de­ 
p end on the source of the difficulty, t 
Fortunately, since any discolors- 1 
tion o f the skin so detracts from 
the ap p earance, those affected 
usually seek p romp t medical ad­ 
vice.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Causes of a Yellowish Skin 


Bf HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, NJ). 
IT USED to be thought that the 
emotions had a distinct and last­ 
ing effect on the color of the skin; 
so much so that certain people 
were described aa ‘‘turning green 
with envy." Today we know more 
about these abnormal color elTecta 
and find their causea in physical 
rather than emotional factors. 
Sometimes one sees a person 
whose skin seems to have been 
dyed a canary or lemon yellow. 
This pigmentation, which greatly 
detracts from the appearance, is 
known as caroteneinia and is due, 
aa a rule, to the excessive eating 
of foods which contain the yellow 
pigment carotene. 
Occurs in Children 
The disorder often occurs in 
children who have been given large 
amounts of carrots, and other yel­ 
low and green vegetables. The 
treatment consists, of course, in 
reducing the amounts of these 
foods which are eaten, for the 
time being. Carotenemia also may 
occur in certain disturbances of 
the glands of internal secretion, 
such as a lack of thyroid or pitui­ 
tary secretion. 
Another cause of yellow discol­ 
oration of the skin is jaundice, a 
condition in which there are ex­ 
cessive amounts of bile pigments 
in the blood and tissues. In these 
instances the skin is likely ta be 
orange or greenish-yellow. Th# 
jaundice may be produced by gall­ 
bladder disease, liver disorders 
and certain conditions affecting 
the blood which cause destruction 


of large numbers of blood ecus. 
When jaundice occurs, a careful 
search must be made for the eau** 
before proper treatment can be 
carried out. 


Lack of Thyroid 
When there is a lack of thyrse 
secretion a condition known as 
myxedema occurs. In this condi­ 
tion, as I have mentioned above, 
a yellow pigmentation of the skin 
develops. This is due to the fact 
that carotene is not changed into 
vitamin A by the liver as it nor­ 
mally should be, and it collects in 
the skin, producing the yellow 
color. 
In patients with uremia, a con­ 
dition in which the kidney does not 
excrete the wastes, a pale yellow 
to yellowish-brown color develope 
in the skin. This is most notice­ 
able on the face and hands. 
There ar* certain chemical# 
which also may cause a yellow dis- | 
coloration of the skin. These in­ 
clude picric acid, dinitrophenol, 
nitric acid and others. Atabrine 
uted in the treatment of malaria 
also causes the skin to becoma yel­ 
low. 
In view of the many causes of 
yellowish pigmentation of the 
skin it can be seen that a careful 
study by a physician is needed 
when it occurs. The type of treat­ 
ment to be used will, of course, de­ 
pend on the source of the difficulty. 
Fortunately, since any discolora­ 
tion of the skin so detracts from 
th# appearance, those affected 
usually seek prompt medical ad­ 
vice.
